* "Investigations have shown that 
when the heart Is not working 
normally, salt is not excreted by, 
the ieldneva as it should be. ‘The- 
use of a dict low In salt fs neves- 
sary in the treatment 9f 0 falling 
heart, Often, if the heart has 
been damnged but maintains ~ 
normal cireulntlon, restricting . 
the snit intake many help te 
ward off heart failure. And 
once started it is not dificult to 
reduce the amount of salt used 
and still have appetising foods. 
Salt Restriction 

Restriction of the salt in the 
diet may be carried out In three 
ways. 

The average person uses about 
three to five grams of salt daily, 
or about 1/10 to 1/6 of an ounce. 


-|'This amount can be easily re- 


duced to 1% to 3 grams daily 
by two slmple procedures; First, 
by eliminating the addition of 
salt to foods at the table; second, 
by avolding highly-salted or 
salt-preserved foods, such as 
ham, bacon, salted fish, ancho- 
vies, olives, salted nuts, potato 
chips, and meat sauces, and third, 
to still further cut down the 
amount of salt in. the dict, oll 
salt may be eliminated in the 
cooking. This will reduce the 
salt intake from % to 144 grams 
dally. 

In some cases, It may even be 
necessary to cut the salt down 
below this level. This js accom- 
plished by | carcfully selectins, 
foods which have the smallest 
nmount of salt in them, usink 
unsalted bread and butter, and 
restricting many foods to which 
salt is added during their prepu- 
ration, such as baked producte 
containing baking powder. This 
type of restrictlon will. reduce 
the salt intake to less ‘than % 
gram a day. ; : 

Symptoms Disappear 
Patients with carly. signs ot 
heart failure’ are usually placed 
on the first level of restriction, 
that is, they get about 114 to 3 
grams of salt a day. Often, 
their symptoms will disappear 
within a ‘few weeks, At a later 
date, should the symptoms re- 
appear, the salt intnke may be 
decreased to the second level uf 
1%4 grams u day, and eventually 
it may’ be desirable to keep the 
salt level as low as possible. 

There is no evidence that a 
stringent restriction of salt will 
lead to any difficulties, Of course. 
the low salt dict should be em- 
ployed-under--the- direction-of-a 
physiclan-in those cases in which 
he deems it advisable, There arc 
salt substitutes.on the market 
which contain no salt but make 
the foad more palatuble. These 
can be used by persons who 
finve difficulty in adjusting to the 
blond diet. The proper salt 
substitute wil? be advised by 
the uoctor.

Mr Rees-Williams: “I always 
regret the death of any person, 
whether. policeman or a mem- 
ber of the public. But Mem- 
bers must realise the intensely 
diMcult situation in Malaya, 
with which the police have to 
grapple.
